Tindall unseats Farmer as 
Harris wins over Meredith. 


BELLE GLADE--Captain Claude Tindall swapped his title for 
City Commissioner Tuesday night as he forced veteran Com- 
missioner Aubrey Farmer to the sidelines in a hard-fought 
city election, but incumbent Kenneth Harris staved off a chal- 
lenge by Earl Meredith to go into his second term. 

The North Borough race was the big news throughout the 
election campaign over the past two months and was still the 
top attention getter Tuesday when Tindall ended Farmer's 14 
years on the commission by a margin of 945-738 votes. 

But the East Borough contest was the tighter of the two 
contested races as Harris picked up 52.3 percent of the voters 
there to win, 819-747. William Grear garnered 1,163 votes to 
go in unopposed in the West Borough for his fourth two-year 
term.

Last December, my office received a great deal of informa- 
tion regarding a median crossover on State Road 80 in front of 
Traveler's Motor Lodge in Belle Glade. Through correspon- 
dence from your office I was advised that DOT refused the re- 
quest of Mr. John Vayais for safety reasons, to put in a medi- 
an crossover because of the Department's policy controlling 
median openings. 

I personally went and examined the 
Altman, City Commissioner from Belle Glade, and in my 
opinion, there was no reason a median crossover could not 
have been constructed during the completion of SR 80. This is 
only a small portion of background information regarding this 
particular project. А 

NOW, eight months later, a median crossover is being con- 
structed on U.S. Highway No. 1 in North Palm Beach. On the 
east'side of the road Ruby Construction Company from Or- 
lando is building a Sambo's Restaurant. They requested the 
crossover, DOT approved it and the construction company is 
paying for it. 

There is no reasong why this should be taking place if what 
was outlined regarding DOT policy on median openings holds 
true. The median crossover construction has caused a tremen- 
dous traffic hazard due to the fact that it is only 450 feet from 
the main intersection of U.S. No. 1 and Northlake Boulevard, 
the already established median is being torn up - cement fly- 
ing everywhere and it violates everything the department 
construes as traffic measures and feasibility. 

Not only that - it is nothing but self serving. There is no 
through street and furthermore it violates any and everything 
that was told to me regarding the denial of the same type pro- 
ject in. Belle Glade. 

Bill, this happens to be two blocks from my office and I feel 
liké my face is being rubbed right in it. It is a mockery and 
makes a sham of the people's right to ask the state for assis- 
tance, understanding and relief in a given situation and then 
be refüsed on a precept of a safety hazard and yet the state 
turns right around and provides a crossover in a situation that. 
is far more dangerous than the first refusal mentioned in 
paragraph 1 of this letter. 

There is a traffic signal and cross street 450 feet north of 
this construction that should have à stacking lane installed for 
left türns to accomodate the problem at Sambo's Restaurant. 
Mr. Fowler, my arguments are the same ones you used on me 
to deny the crossover on SR 80. Are we working with a double 
standard? The City Council of North Palm Beach did not even 
have knowledge of this crossover until they observed the con- 
struction. The City. Commission of Belle Glade and other en- 
tities requested a crossover for the Traveler's Motor Lodge 
and were denied. 

It is my intention to take this problem to the Secretary of 
DOT and House and Senate-committees if work on this cross-

After several Southwest Third 
Street residents protested the 
planned construction of 'apart- 
ments there by Milton Rader, the 
commission voted. 4-0 (Mayor 
Ralph Kirk is away on vacation) to 
deny Rader's request. 

The residents said there are 
already too many apartment 
buildings in the area and they

^ where the zoning was recently 
= changed from R3 Residential, 

which would have allowed the 
apartment, to R-1, which allows 
only single-family dwellings. 
/ Commissioners William Grear 
baid he agreed wholeheartedly 
with the residents when they 
complained about the dangers to 
children which an apartment 
house in the area would bring. 

Commissioner Tom Altman said 
he disagreed that apartment’ 
houses and peoplé- who live in 
them are inherently evil but said 
he went along with Grear that the 
population desensity in the black 
section of the city is too high. He 
moved to deny the request and 
Grear seconded it. 

On another problem, however, 
the commissioners decided to wait 
until a workshop to be held 
Monday to decide whether to go 
.along with a proposal by Dr. 
Howard Hill to build houses on six 
lots in Sugar Subdivision West 
while the lots are still owned by 
the city.. 

Hill has already attended one 
workshop two weeks ago in which 
Mayor. Ralph Kirk and Commis-

1 commissioners present, to discuss 
the proposal and Kirk and Altman 
tentatively agreed, saying they 
would put the matter. on the 
agenda for Monday's meeting. 

During that workshop, Kirk and 
Altman were surprised to find 
there was no written prohibition 
in title agreement contracts, to 
buying more than two lots or to 

. building other than CBS homes. , 


Commissioner Grear said he 
flatly opposed the construction of 
wooden frame homes in the 
subdivision and, after learning, 


there was no written prohibition 
to framie homes, asked that no 
action be taken until a survey. was 
made of people who have already 
bought lots to get their opinion.

Local archers battle mosquitoes Saturday 


to hunt on private lands for deer or 
hogs and even fewer still have 
journied far for their sport. One of 
these is Bart Crawford of Pahokee, 
who is hunting elk in Colorado. 
Crawford, who could safely be 
called one of the lake area's most 
successful bowhunters, still has 
days in which he goes home to hot 


dogs. 

пе day in the sawgrass, he said 
he was crossing a waist-deep canal 
when he heard a splash near him. 
He turned and watched as a nice 
buck waded into the canal next to 
him. When the deer turned its 
head, Crawford drew. back, but 
couldn't shoot because the deer 
turned once more and began 


watching him. 

if he had loosed his arrow, the 
movement would have caused the 
buck to “jump the string,” meaning 
the deer would have vacated the 
area so fast, the arrow ‘would not 
have had a chance to reach him. 

Finally, the deer wandered off 
and Crawford still hadn't shot. 
While it wasn't funny to him, his 
partner on the hill who was 
watching the whole affair through 
binoculars got a good laugh out of 
it. 

Crawford and several other men 
from both Belle Glade and South 
Bay have been practicing their 
shooting in anticipation of opening 
day near Rardin Park between 


Pahokee and Belle Glade. 

If they аге successful this 
season, which runs into early 
October, it will be because of that 
practice and the amount of pa- 
tience they have. 

But the hunting at Rotenberger 

was not destined to last for long. 
Ask Max Pope and David Foun- 
tain, both of Pahokee, why they 
ared out so fast. 
Of if Max or David aren't 
available, ask any of the hundred 
or so howhunters who left with the 
rising of dawn.

exposed flesh, biting right through 
thick layers of mosquito dope. 

Most hunters couldn't take 
them. Most left before 8:00 a.m. 
The city of camps that lined the 
banks broke up and tents were put. 
away, cars fumigated, and hunters 
left for home. 

Recent heavy rains had caused 
the mosquito onslaught and even 
the deer felt the effects. While the 
population of whitetails was sai 
be good, the deer were " 
swatting mosquitoes with their 
tails and waiting on a stand for 
abuck was mostly a waste of time. 

Little black Everglades mosqui- 
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toes were the most пш 
buzzing around in a black cloud. 
But they had.to move aside when 
the huge "gallinipers" came call- 
ing. One galliniper would make six 
of the Everglades mosquito and 
these fierce biters. were only 
slightly less.populous than their 
small cousins. 

"You don't have to wear camo- 
flage out there," one exasperated 
bowhunter said, "the mosquitoes 
will supply it for you." =, 

So opening day at Retenherger 
was a bust. But a months worth ‘of 
season remains and the mosqui- 
toes’ lifespan is only a couple of 
weeks. The diehard bowhunters 
will be Баск.
